Clothing Quiz 


A new edition of the Clothing Quiz has now been issued by 
the Board of Trade and may be obtained from H.M. Stationery 
Office or through any bookseller. The price is 3d. per copy (4d. 
post free) or 25 copies for 5s. net. 

The previous editions of Clothing Quiz are now out of date 
and they should be put in the paper salvage collection. 


Toilet Preparations 


The value of licences issued to manufacturers whose names 
are entered on the Toilet Preparations Register, permitting the 
manufacture and supply of goods controlled under The Toilet 
Preparations (No. 3) Order, 1943, as amended by the Toilet 
Preparations (No. 4) Order, 1943 (see Board of T'rade Journal, 
28th August 1943, page 320 and Ist January 1944, page 2) 
during the six months beginning Ist January 1945 will normally 
be calculated at the following rates :—(1) for registered manufac- 
turers participating in approved concentration schemes—37} per 
cent.; (2) for registered manufacturers not participating in 
approved concentration schemes—16% per cent. 

The standard period on which these values will be based 
remains the year ending 3lst May 1940. No licence issued ta a 
registered manufacturer will be for an amount less than £250. 

Manufacturers are reminded that: (1) they may not supply 
under their licence controlled goods of any description not 
specified in the schedule to their licence ; (2) controlled goods 
may be supplied only in containers of a size specified in the 
licence, unless supplies in bulk are expressly permitted ; (3) the 
value given in the schedule vo the licence in relation to each item 
of controlled goods is the minimum value which may be counted 
against the licence in respect of such goods; (4) manufacture 
may take place only at the premises named in the licence. 


Consumer Rationing Order 


The Board of Trade have issued the Consumer Rationing 
(Amendment of 1944 Consolidation) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 1393, price 1d.) which contains the first amendments 
to the Consumer Rationing (Consolidation) Order 1944 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, 29th July 1944, p. 275). The amend- 
ments are as follows :— 

(1) Reconditioned Government Surplus Stores (identified by 
the Reconditioned Service Clothing mark or the registered trade 
mark “G.S.8./U” or “ G.S.S./R ”’) whether or not second-hand 
may be sold coupon-free up to the usual second-hand ceiling 
prices. This does not apply to the Army type greatcoat and 
battledress, and the Royal Observer Corps type overall for 
whichspecial pointings are provided in the Consolidation Order. 

(2) Provisions are made to point all utility curtain cloths at 
standard Group II rates, irrespective of material, pattern or 
weight. These cloths are in production but will not be ready for 
sale immediately. The numbers of these cloths will be between 
5100 and 5199 inclusive (including the same numbers followed 
by a stroke and another number). Upholstery cloths and non- 
utility curtain materials are unaffected by this change and 
remain at their present coupon ratings. 

(3) Women’s strip sandals marked ‘‘ W’’/SS are pointed at 
5 coupons. 


(4) The provisions de-pointing industrial clogs to 1 coupon 
and non-industrial wooden-soled footwear to 2 coupons (adults’ 
sizes) and 1 coupon (children’s and infants’ sizes) formerly in a 
General Licence are incorporated in the Order and the licence is 
revoked. 

(5) Explicit provisions are made for a bathing costume at 2 
coupons in the infants’ schedule and for a “‘ front” at 1 coupon 
(the same rating as a modesty vest) in the women’s schedule. 

(6) The provisions covering the illegal possession and use of 
ration documents are clarified. 

The Order comes into operation on 21st December 1944. 


Labour for the Clothing Industry 


Arrangements have now been made for the release of skilled 
clothing workers from certain war-time occupations and for 
their return to the Tailoring and Infants’ wear sections of the 
wholesale clothing trade. These workers, if willing to return, 
will be placed with nucleus firms who are below their Approved 
Labour strength. There will be no compulsory direction of 
workers who do not wish to return. The procedure will be for 
nucleus firms who have vacancies within their Approved Labour 
strength to inform the Local Employment Exchange of the 
names and addresses of workers they wish to have back. There 
are a considerable number of vacancies which may be filled in 
this way, for the Board of Trade has recently increased the 
Approved Labour Forces of tailoring and infants’ wear firms. 

The scheme does not cover workers now engaged in certain 
priority industries, men now in the forces or certain other men of 
military age. Full details of the scheme are in the hands of 
Trade Associations for the use of their members. No action 
should be taken by employers until they have obtained from 
these sources full information as to the particulars required 
about the nominated workers and as to the priority industries 
from which it is not open to them to ask for releases. 


Footwear 


The Board of Trade have issued the Footwear (Manufacture) 
(No. 3) Directions (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1394, price Id.) which 
replace the Footwear (Manufacture) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 82) and the Footwear (Manufacture) (No. 2) Directions, 
1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 178). Their effect is to remove restric- 
tions on :— 

(1) the use of metal studs, eyelets and other articles for the 
decoration of men’s (other than men’s heavy), women’s (other 
than women’s heavy), girls’ and infants’ footwear (N.B. Labour 
costs on decoration of these categories are still restricted and no 
decoration of other categories is permitted) ; 

(2) the use of metal buckles and fasteners ; 

(3) the number and spacing of eyelets ; 

(4) rubber soles with uppers not of leather ; 

(5) the use of leather in heels (except that bottom leather is 
still prohibited as an outer covering, other than a top piece, for 
wooden heels). 

There are also certain relaxations in the minimum measure- 
ment of the uppers of women’s and girls’ shoes. 

The other restrictions in the Footwear (Manufacture) Direc- 
tions, including those prohibiting the use of unsatisfactory soling 
in the manufacture of children’s footwear, are continued, but 
there are no new restrictions. 
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Wax Polishes 


The Board of Trade announce that the control on the supply, 
marking and packing of polishes made wholly or partly of wax 
will be discontinued after 31st December 1944, when the current 
Limitation of Supplies (Polishes) Order (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 24th June 1944, page 233) expires. Separate Directions 
will be issued calling for Returns of supplies made in the period 
ending 3lst Decembe: 

The Board are confident that, while in the interests of leather 
preservation manufacturers will continue to produce an adequate 
amount of boot and shoe polishes for supply on the home market, 
they will do their utmost to expand exports. 

Copies of the Order ending the control (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 
1413, price 1d.) will shortly be available. 


Merchant Navy Coupons 


In view of some misunderstanding which appears to have 
arisen over the use of Merchant Navy coupons, the Board of 
Trade wish to call the attention of traders to the fact that 
though these clothing books, like Services clothing books, may 
only be used for the personal requirements of the holder, this 
does not preclude the surrender of Merchant Navy coupons 
either for towels or for such material as could reasonably be 
made up for the holder’s personal requirements. Services 
clothing coupons, however, may not be accepted for towels or 
for any piece-goods other than those actually incorporated in 
repairs.

Shippers, banks and other financial! and commercial concerns 
are hereby notified that the following vessels belong to owners 
who are included in the Statutory List, and that it is an offence 
against the Trading with the Enemy Act for any shipper to 
make use of such vessels. Shipments by such vessels in addition 
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to being liable to seizure render the shippers or those connected 
with the consignment liable to prosecution.

TARIFF BOARD REFERENCE 


The Department of Overseas Trade has been notified by 
telegram by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia that 
the Commonwealth Minister for Trade and Customs has referred 
to the Tariff Board the question of the rates of duty on phenacetin, 
caffeine, alkaloid, caffeine citrate, and theobromine, which are 
classified under Item 281 (L) of the Australian Customs Tariff.

PROHIBITED IMPORTS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of a Memorandum W.M. No. 104 dated 4th November 1944, 
issued by the Department of National Revenue, which states 
that by Order in Council P.C. 8369 the importation into Canada 
of the following goods is prohibited except under and in accord- 
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ance with the terms of a permit issued by or on behalf of the 
Minister of National Revenue :—

108. Honey in the comb or otherwise, and imitations thereof. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a

Union of South Africa 


DEFINITION OF KNITTING WOOL FOR CUSTOMS 
PURPOSES 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Cape Town reports that 
the Union Commissioner of Customs has issued the following new 
definition in respect of knitting wool for customs tariff purposes : 

“For entry under Customs Tariff Item 80 (a)—at present 
duty free—the Commissioner of Customs has defined ‘ knitting 
wool’ as made up in balls or skeins for the retail trade for use 
on hand knitting needles, with a content of at least 50 per cent. 
wool (which can be virgin, shoddy, reworked or reclaimed). 
Other knitting wools or knitting yarns, enter under Tariff 
Item 80 (b), at present paying 5 per cent. ad val. 

“To avoid delays in clearing at Ports of Entry, the Commis- 
sioner points out that knitting wools for entry under Tariff 
Item 80 (a), irrespective of whether branded or unbranded and 
whether worsted or woollen, must bear the words ‘ knifting wool’ 
on bundle-end, or packet-end, labels and on invoices.”

Brazil 


TRADE BALANCE IN 1943 


The Canadian Commercial Attaché at Rio de Janeiro reports 
that Brazil’s international trade during 1943 showed very 
satisfactory results, especially when the abnormal conditions 
imposed by the war are taken into consideration. 

Despite the unfavourable trade balance in March, the first 
quarter of the year ended with a favourable balance of 
297,269,000 cruzeiros ; for the same period of 1942, the favour- 
able balance was 353,423,000 cruzeiros. For the second quarter 
there was a favourable balance four times greater than that for 
the first quarter, amounting to 1,020,651,000 cruzeiros as against 
1,090,469,000 cruzeiros for the same period of 1942. Thus the 
favourable balance for the first half of last year was 1,317,920,000 
cruzeiros, while for the same period of 1942 a figure of 
1,443,892,000 cruzeiros was recorded. 

Imports during the third quarter, owing largely to the im- 
provement in shipping facilities, increased greatly and although 
exports also increased, the favourable balance of trade for this 
period decreased to 744,221,000 cruzeiros, which, however, was 
greater than the 633,747,000 cruzeiros recorded for the same 
period of 1942. 

Imports continued to increase, and the favourable balance of 
trade for the last quarter showed a further reduction to 
593,100,000 cruzeiros, while for this period of 1942 the balance 
was 777,569,000 cruzeiros. 

The favourable balance of trade recorded for the whole year 
was, therefore, 2,655,241,000 cruzeiros or approximately 
135,151,767 dollars, somewhat less than that for 1942, when it 
was 2,855,208,000 cruzeiros, or approximately 145,401,000 dols. 
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TRADE WITH CANADA 

Trade between Brazil and Canada, which declined in 1942, 
both in tonnage and value, showed a further decrease in tonnage 
from 82,000 tons in 1942 to 48,000 tons in 1943, but rose in value 
from 103,976,000 cruzeiros (U.S.$5,302,776) to 120,452,000 
eruzeiros (U.S.$6,131,000) states the Canadian Commercial 
Attaché at Rio de Janeiro. 

Canada’s purchases from Brazil declined greatly in value, from 
66,406 tons in 1942 to 15,000 tons in 1943, the decrease in value, 
however, being only from 42,070,000 cruzeiros (U.S. $2,155,570) 
to 38,673,000 cruzeiros (U.S.$1,968,455). 

Brazil’s imports from Canada, which had shown a decrease 
in 1942 both in tonnage and value, recorded a considerable 
increase in 1943, from 16,602 tons to 32,834 tons and from 
61,906,000 cruzeiros (U.S.$3,147,206) to 81,779,000 cruzeiros 
(U.S. $4,162,551). 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 25th November. The sowing of paddy and dry crops 
is progressing. Crops are fair. 

3ihar, 5th December. Crops are fair. 

Orissa, 4th December. The harvesting of early winter paddy 
and the pressing of sugarcane have commenced. Crops are 
thriving. 

Punjab, 4th December. Crops are average to good. Cotton 
is below average in the Multan district. The sowing of spring 
crops continues. 

Central Provinces and Berar, Ist December. Rabi sowing is 
complete. Wheat has been damaged in the Saugor district and 
the threshing of khariff and picking of cotton are being con- 
tinued. 

Bengal, 29th November. Crops are favourable. The sowing 
of rabi and the harvesting of Aman paddy are progressing. 

Assam, 12th December. Crop prospects are fair except in the 
Lushai Hills. 


New Zealand 
. OVERSEAS TRADE IN 1943-44 


Preliminary statistics of New Zealand’s overseas trade for 
the twelve months ended 30th June 1944 show that there was a 
substantial rise in the value of imports and a slight increase in 
that of exports over the previous year’s figures,states the Canadian 
Acting Trade Commissioner at Auckland. 

The total value of exports and imports was £170,898,000. 
Exports, at £73,213,000, were nearly £2 millions in excess of the 
value for the corresponding period of the previous year and 
only £826,000 below that for the peak year in 1942. Imports 
have shown marked increases during recent months, largely as a 
result of expanded receipts of defence materials and equipment 
and lend-lease supplies. Their value for the period reached the 
abnormally high figure of £97,685,000, as compared with the 
previous year’s total of £71,772,000—the peak year to that date. 
Thus New Zealand’s 1943-44 trade has returned a substantial 
excess of imports, amounting in value to £24,472,000. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


In the year ended June 1943 the totals of imports and exports 
were shown as almost in balance, there being an import excess 
of only £470,000; for the twelve months ended June 1942 the 
export surplus was £22,661,000. The trade position, according 
to these figures, has apparently deteriorated in two years to the 
extent of over £47 millions. 

This complete change, as mentioned, is largely the result of 
receipts of goods and materials and services under lend-lease 
from the United States. Last year lend-lease reached its peak, 
and a great volume of goods poured into New Zealand for the 
use of her armed forces and war factories and for other purposes. 

New Zealand has followed the practice of including in import 
returns all goods and services and shipping freights made avail- 
able to the Dominion by the United States but has not included 
in exports the goods and services sold to the American forces in 
the war zone. During the year ended March 1944 lend-lease 
goods and services valued for accounting purposes at £32,500,000 
were received ; in return goods and services costing £24,500,000 
were supplied to the United States. 

Quantitatively the values of imports are not a true indication 
of the position, on account of the disparity between the prices 
at which goods and services supplied by the Americans are 
accounted and the prices of such items charged by New Zealand 
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in return. These facts must be taken into consideration when 
reviewing the statistics.

PRODUCTION AND UTILISATION OF MILK 


The importance of the different branches of the dairy industry 
can best be visualised when the milk used in manufacture is 
related to the total production states ‘‘ Commercial Intelligence 
Journal,” issued by the Department of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. The first estimate covering the total milk production 
of Canada was made in the Census report of 1911, which placed 
the farm output of milk in 1900 at 7 billion lbs. and in 1910 at 
somewhat less than 10 billion lbs. This increase occurred during 
a period of extensive land settlement, when the number of farm 
holdings advanced by approximately one-third and breeding 
stock was shipped out in large quantities to the western prairies 
to meet the need of the new settlers. 

In the course of the next decade the quest for new land 
had practically ended, the number of farm occupants increased 
only 4 per cent. while the milk-cow population made a gain of 
28 per cent. Milk production did not entirely reflect the increase 
in cow numbers although the total advanced to almost 11 billion 
lbs. in 1920. In the decade 1920 to 1930 the move towards 
dairying was much more pronounced and the production of milk 
reached a total of over 13 billion lbs. In 1940 it had advanced 
to 16 billion lbs. and in 1943 to 17} billion lbs. From 1920 to 
1943 there have been notable changes in the use of milk for 
various purposes. These are indicated in the following figures :—

The dairy industry depends upon export outlets for the sale 
of its cheese and concentrated milk products. Its other products 
are disposed of almost exclusively in the domestic market. 

Since 1920 domestic consumption of Canadian milk production 
has risen considerably. The use of the latter for creamery butter, 
fluid sales and farm use together has risen from about 52 per 
cent. in 1920 to nearly 78 per cent. in 1943. In contrast, the 
proportions used for cheese and concentrated milk products fell 
from just over 17 per cent. in the former year to just under 
14 per cent. in the latter. Thus the proportion of milk produc- 
tion going into the chief dairy export products was lower in 
1943, in spite of war-time demands, than in 1940. 

At the same time the production of cheese and concentrated 
milk products remains a most important factor in the economy 
and prosperity of Canadian dairying. Further, the enjoyment 
of export outlets for these two products is of high importance to 
the industry. Approximately four-fifths of annual cheese pro- 
duction is marketed abroad. In the case of concentrated milk 
products, about one-fifth is exported. The latter finds a variety 
of markets abroad, although the United Kingdom is generally of 
first importance. The chief market for cheese has always been 
the United Kingdom and the retention of that market is essential.

As will be readily 
understood, certain facts and figures, including detailed trade 
statistics, have had to be withheld for security reasons. No 
pains, however, have been spared to maintain the reputation of 
the Year Book as the standard publication on the West Indian 
domain of the British Crown. . 

Particulars are given of the various phases of co-operatio 
between the United Kingdom and the United States which are 
so important to the Caribbean colonies, and other efforts that are 
being made to foster development and welfare in the West Indies. 

In the case of each colony particulars are given of its constitu- 
tion and administration, financial position, agricultural and other 
resources, industries, trade, transport facilities, postal and cable 
rates, and attractions and facilities for visitors—the tourist 
business of the West Indies is, of course, of first importance in 
normal times. 

While many restrictions are at present in force, the prospects 
for trade with the British Caribbean colonies after the war are 
extremely good. With this consideration in view, the detailed 
information given in respect of banking, commerce, Customs 
tariffs and regulations, import licences, etc., should be found 
helpful by business men desiring to extend their trading connec- 
tions. As will be appreciated, however, Customs schedules and 
import restrictions are liable to revision from time to time. 

The British, Canadian and United States Export Sections have 
been revised and enlarged. The professional and business 
directories in respect of each colony, to which has been added 
in several cases a list of the leading estate owners, should be of 
special value. 

Publication has been delayed, somewhat, owing to mail diffi- 
culties and other causes arising from war-time conditions.

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PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks which exporters are exposed in overseas 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 


(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(6) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 
ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 
covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

BARCLAYS BANK

The following is an extract from the statement by the Chairman, 
Sir William M. Goodenough, Bart., circulated with the report and 
accounts :— 

The death of Colonel the Hon. Deneys Reitz has come as a shock 
to the great circle of his friends and admirers, not only in South 
Africa, but in this country, a circle which, if I may say so, has been 
greatly enlarged on account of the unique character and quality of 
his books, which have been the source of so much interest and pleasure 
to a wide public. I cannot attempt on this occasion to do justice to 
his outstanding personality, but every one of us here will deplore his 
passing. 

It is also with very deep regret that I refer to the death in June last 
of Lord Essendon. He was elected to our Board in 1936, and his 
wide experience and knowledge of so many branches of commerce 
and finance were of great value to us. 

In March last Mr. A. B. Gillett, at his own request, relinquished the 
Deputy Chairmanship, but I am happy to say that he will remain 
on the Board, and I take this opportunity of paying tribute to the 
great services he has rendered to the Bank since the time of the 
amalgamation in 1925. He has been succeeded as Deputy Chairman 
by Mr. J. S. Crossley, who was elected to a seat on the Board in 
February last on retiring from the General Management. Sir Bernard 
Henry Bourdillon, G.C.M.G., K.B.E., has been elected to the Board, 
after a distinguished career in Government administration within 
the Empire, and we are fortunate in having the benefit of his services. 


BALANCE SHEET 

Turning to the Balance Sheet, the figures again show further ex- 
pansion. Current, Deposit and other liabilities stand at the record 
figure of £282,175,976 or £34,402,377 higher than in the previous 
year, while Cash in Hand and Money at Call have increased from 
£87,285,289 to £102,028,404. Investments at £94,593,274 are 
£11,664,048 more, while Advances are £3,631,782 higher at 
£34,066,571. The Board have made the same allocations as last 
year to our Reserve Fund, which has accordingly been increased by 
£500,000. The proportions in which the funds of the Bank are dis- 
tributed amongst the various classes of Assets are almost identical with 
those of last year. I feel, however, that it is only right to point out 
that these figures are in very large measure the direct result of war 
conditions. We should not expect to see the same tendency con- 
tinued for long after the end of the war. In some territories there 
has been a further sharp upward movement in prices during this 
period, and the question of effecting those adjustments which may 
ultimately prove necessary may be one of some difficulty. 

I much regret to report that our Staff serving in the Forces have 
suffered further losses during the year, the total number notified as 
killed or missing now being 108. To their relatives and friends we 
tender our deepest sympathy. We have now 1,048 of our Staff in 
the Forces, many of whom have won decorations. I would like to 
take this opportunity to refer to the award of the Victoria Cross to 
Lieutenant Gerard Ross Norton, South African Forces (attached The 
Hampshire Regiment), of our East London Branch. Our gratitude 
and admiration go out to all our serving members for their gallantry 
and sacrifice. 

Looking back over the course of the War, now, we hope, approach- 
ing its final stages, we may well feel thankful that our widely dis- 
persed branches overseas have not received more damage during these 
past five years. We have been fortunate indeed in that not one of 
them has been over run by the enemy. We can also be grateful for 
the fact that we have been able to be of service to the Authorities 
during the War in so many overseas territories, and to the members 
of our Fighting Services themselves, particularly in the Mediterranean 
area and in the Middle East. I am glad to mention, too, that in many 
parts we have rendered similar service to our American Allies and 
to the Forces of so many of the United Nations. 

COLONIAL DEVELOPMENT 

In recent years, the Colonial policy of this country has been sub- 
jected to criticism, much of which has been both misleading and 
unfair. No one will pretend that mistakes have never been made, 
but the questions involved are frequently highly complex, and their 
solution is not helped by uninformed criticism. We must realise that 
our ideas, our institutions, and ways of life, cannot be easily trans- 
planted to other lands and to other peoples whose tradition and 
environment are essentially different from our own. If they are to 
flourish, they must be allowed to take root and in some cases growth 
will be slow. A lively interest in the Empire, and perhaps parti- 
cularly in our Colonial territories, by people at home, will, I believe, 
contribute more than anything else towards a solution of these prob- 
lems. 

Many plans for Colonial development are being considered and 
discussed, but I think we should do well to remember that they 
cannot in themselves provide an effective substitute for the intelli- 
gent and sympathetic interest of the people of this country ; nor is 
it possible by any artifice or contrivance of Government to create 
mechanism to replace the initiative, enterprise and enthusiasm of the 
individual. 

It is idle to speculate about the future, but it would be a singularly 
unimaginative mind that could not grasp something of the potentiali- 
ties of air transport for Africa and other parts of the Empire, and the 
effect of its power to bring together isolated territories, formerly 
separated by many days, if not weeks, of travel, and now within a 
few “flying hours” of each other. These opportunities bring 
problems in their train, but we must face them with resolution, as 
the pioneers of the Colonial Empire faced their problems in days 
gone by.
